NET FICTION AS A PANACEA. 

Now that net fiction seems an assured de¬ 
velopment, and a development coming about 
in the very best way it could come—that is 
not by contract or coercion, but by natural 
trade evolution—it is well for us to bear in 
mind that it is far from being a panacea for 
all the ills of the trade, or an unqualified 
warrant of success. 

Net fiction does just one thing: it gives the 
retailer a chance! Whether or not he takes 
advantage of that chance depends solely upon 
himself. 

Price cutting, price cutting that had to be 
carried to the point where it was absolutely 
suicidal before the trade truly awoke to con¬ 
ditions, is only one of the abuses that need 
correction. Others—the unwarranted abbre¬ 
viation in many cases of the period of “pro¬ 
tection,” the* wide lack of systemization on 
vital points, true of publishers as well as 
booksellers; the threat of overproduction to 
which this year’s record cumulations bear 
eloquent witness; the problem of “author’s 
books” as the bookseller views it; the read¬ 
iness with which perfectly good book mer¬ 
chandise is crowded aside by something 
newer but no better of a succeeding season— 
all these are questions which invite discus¬ 
sion, evils, more or less serious, whose cure 
or alleviation would go far to strengthen the 
trade. 

Meanwhile now is the worst possible time 
to rest on the oars. A number of net books 
have been published this fall for what might 
be called experimental purposes. If these 
books are intrinsically good, it is distinctly 
the duty of the bookseller to vindicate his 
contention for a fixed price. And in this case 
not only a duty but a pleasure, for to en¬ 
courage him the retailer has the knowledge 
that sales mean profits instead of losses. 


The campaign for net fiction is an educa¬ 
tional one. A man in a New Jersey city 
very near New York, who to the writer’s 
knowledge was selling “The Rosary” for 
$1.08, actually didn’t know what “net” meant! 
Incredible? It is true that the bookseller in 
question was a small one, but unless the edu¬ 
cational campaign for net fiction had been 
pushed when it was, unless every bookseller 
now puts his shoulder to the wheel, there is 
good reason to believe that the trade would 
have become and will become a trade of 
“small ones.” 

.And it must be remembered that every 
bookseller has at his option an opportunity to 
make all fiction, to a certain extent, “net.” 
It rests with him whether his price for $1.50 
fiction be $1.20 with a living profit, or $1.08 
and a sure loss. Because the publisher listed 
the book $1.50 regular is no irremovable bar 
to the bookseller’s transferring it to the net 
class, so far as returns go. 

In short, in the next two months, the har¬ 
vest time of the retail year, with your pres¬ 
ent knowledge of the fiction situation, push— 
and push hard! 

THE NEW ENCYCLOPEDIA BRIT- 
ANNICA. 

Announcement has already been made re¬ 
garding the English publication of the new 
eleventh edition of the Encyclopedia Brit- 
annica. Details are now at hand, however, 
regarding the forthcoming publication of the 
American edition, and a review of the entire 
undertaking is of interest. While the mar¬ 
keting of the English edition has been taken 
over by the University of Cambridge, in itself 
a sufficient endorsement of the work, the 
American subscription edition will be handled 
by the Encyclopedia Britannica Company. 

It is more than 140 years since the famous 
Encyclopedia Britannica was first planned by 
“a Society of Gentlemen in Scotland.” The 
first edition began to appear in 1768, and was 
completed, in three volumes, in I yyi. The 
publishers were Colin MacFarquhar—who 
seems to have been the real originator of the 
work—and Andrew Bell; they had the as¬ 
sistance as editor of William Smellie, an 
Edinburgh printer of wide and varied learn¬ 
ing. The plan of the new work differed from 
that used in any earlier encyclopedia—on the 
one hand keeping important subjects to¬ 
gether, and on the other facilitating feference 
by numerous separate articles under alpha¬ 
betical headings. The same publishers, with 
James Tytler as editor, issued the second 
edition, in ten volumes, from 1777 to 1784. 
The third edition was begun by the same 
publishers in 1788, and completed, in eighteen 
volumes, in 1797. It was edited by Mac¬ 
Farquhar himself until his death in 1793, and 
completed by George Gleig, afterwards 
Bishop of Brechin. The sale of this edition 
finally amounted to 13,000 sets. The fourth 
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edition was published by Andrew Bell, under 
the editorship of James Millar, in twenty 
volumes, between 1801 and 1810; 4000 sets 
were sold. Bell died in 1809, and in 1812 the 
copyright was purchased by Archibald Con¬ 
stable, “the great Napoleon of the realms of 
print,” who -brought out the fifth edition 
(twenty volumes) in 1815, under Millar’s edi¬ 
torship, and completed it by a very important 
supplement in six volumes (1816-1824), ed¬ 
ited by Macvey Napier; it was in connection 
with this supplement that Constable offered 
Dugald Stewart £1000 for a single disserta¬ 
tion, and set the example since followed of 
paying the prices necessary to enlist the co¬ 
operation of the most distinguished living 
scholars as contributors to the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. At the same time the growing 
reputation of the work caused an invitation 
to contribute to its pages to be regarded as 
a valued distinction, and so enabled the edi¬ 
tors to obtain the assistance of men like Scott 
and Macaulay, whom no purely financial con¬ 
sideration could have tempted away from 
their own work. The sixth edition was is¬ 
sued by Constable in 1823, also in twenty 
volumes, under the editorship of Charles 
Maclaren, founder of the Edinburgh Scots¬ 
man. 

After Constable’s bankruptcy—caused by 
other enterprises than the Encyclopedia Brit¬ 
annica, which was a great financial success in 
his hands—the copyright of the work was 
purchased by Adam Black, whose firm 
brought out the next three editions. The 
seventh edition, in twenty-one volumes, ed¬ 
ited by Macvey Napier, was published from 
1830 to 1842. The eighth edition, in twenty- 
two volumes—for the first time including an 
index volume—was edited by T. Stewart 
Traill. The ninth edition, in twenty-four 
volumes and index, was begun in 1875 by T. 
Spencer Baynes, and completed in 1889 by 
W. Robertson Smith. The demand for this 
edition caused it to be several times re¬ 
printed, and upwards of 52,000 sets were sold 
in Great Britain alone, whilst the sale of 
pirated and incomplete, as well as genuine, 
editions in the United States must have 
amounted to more than 400,000. In 1902 the 
London Times brought out eleven new vol¬ 
umes, and the whole thirty-five volumes, old 
and new, were described as the tenth edition. 
The tenth edition, thus constituted, could only 
be in the nature of a stop-gap, but the new vol¬ 
umes brought the ninth edition up to date, 
pending the production of an eleventh edition. 

Preparations for this eleventh edition, on 
a very elaborate and costly scale, were ac¬ 
cordingly begun by the Times in May, 1903. 
A large -and competent staff, under the edi¬ 
torial management of Hugh Chisholm, one 
of the editors of the tenth edition, was set to 
work at Printing House Square, reinforced 
by eminent specialist advisers outside the of¬ 
fice, as well as by some 1500 distinguished 
contributors in all parts of the world. As, 
however, the magnitude of the task and the 
authoritative nature of the growing work 
made themselves increasingly apparent, it was 
rightly felt that the enterprise was too vast 
to be a permanent addition to the manifold 


activities of a great newspaper. It was also 
realized that the proper origin and abiding- 
place for the foremost work of reference used 
by English-speaking people throughout the 
world was not a newspaper office, but a great 
learned institution, and the University of 
Cambridge, whose authorities were fully sat¬ 
isfied with the solid and scholarly founda¬ 
tions laid by the Times, took over the copy¬ 
right and control of the entire work on Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1910. 

The most important of the new features 
which will signalize the publication of the 
eleventh edition of the Encyclopedia Britan¬ 
nica by Cambridge University is the fact that 
the whole of the work has been in progress 
and is published at the same time. Eight 
years have been devoted to the task of simul¬ 
taneous construction of the entire work, in 
twenty-eight volumes, under the guidance of 
an exceptionally large and efficient editorial 
staff, and with the assistance of some 1500 
contributors, representing the scholarship of 
every important university and other centre 
of research in the civilized world, and also 
representing the practical knowledge acquired 
in all the great engineering, manufacturing 
and commercial enterprises of the twentieth 
century. Never before has it been possible, 
owing to the conditions of publication, to 
exercise a real editorial control over the 
whole of the Encyclopedia Britannica at one 
time and as a whole. The usual plan of publi¬ 
cation by instalments spread over a series of 
years compelled the editors to deal with each 
successive volume as practically a separate 
unit, and a considerable amount of repetition 
was inseparable from this plan, since a con¬ 
tributor writing for an early volume could 
not possibly tell—any more than the editors 
themselves could tell—what exactly would be 
the boundary line between his article and 
that of another contributor in a later volume 
on another branch of the same subject. Fur¬ 
ther, when the production of a great ency¬ 
clopedia is spread over many years, there 
are bound to be many inconsistencies be¬ 
tween early and later articles, due to the 
change which comes over not only the sub¬ 
ject-matter, but the theories of almost every 
branch of knowledge in the course of a de¬ 
cade. The advantages to the reader of si¬ 
multaneous production of the entire twenty- 
eight volumes are too apparent to need de¬ 
scription. 

One other striking innovation will sig¬ 
nalize the association of the University of 
Cambridge with the Encyclopedia Britannica. 
In the past the volumes of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica have been so large and weighty 
as to make it impossible to read them with 
any comfort, or even to consult them without 
resting them on a desk or table. Yet the 
Encyclopedia Britannica has always been a 
work which should be read for its interest 
and literary merit, as well as used for the 
purposes of reference. The publishers be¬ 
lieve that it will be possible, without depart¬ 
ing widely from the old size of the page and 
whilst maintaining the legibility of the type, 
to abolish this drawback. This they propose 
to do by the use of India paper, already well 
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known, from its adoption for expensive Bibles 
and other books in which it is desired to min¬ 
imize weight and thickness. The India paper 
which has been chosen for a special impres¬ 
sion of the new Encyclopedia Britannica 
combines toughness and opacity at least equal 
to those of the best ordinary printing paper 
with remarkable thinness and lightness, so 
that a volume on India paper will be less than 
one-third as thick as an ordinary volume con¬ 
taining precisely the same number of pages, 
and the average weight of such a volume 
will be less than one-third that of a volume 
on the ordinary paper. In order that the 
owner of the new Encyclopedia Britannica 
on India paper may derive the maximum of 
advantage from its use, it has been decided 
to bind this impression in full flexible leather 
—sheepskin or genuine morocco, according to 
price—in such a fashion that the India paper 
books may be bent back double, cover against 
cover and held conveniently without any dan¬ 
ger of injury in one hand. This innova¬ 
tion will also make it much easier to find 
shelf-room for the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
as the complete set of twenty-nine volumes 
on India paper will only occupy two feet of 
linear space, as against nearly six feet for the 
impression on ordinary paper; and for the 
first time the Encyclopedia Britannica will 
be found a comparatively portable work, as 
its total weight will be about eighty pounds, 
w r hile the ordinary paper impression will 
weigh more than 200 pounds. 

The exigencies of copyright of course made 
necessary the complete resetting of the Ency¬ 
clopedia in this country, and composition was, 
as a matter of fact, carried on simultaneously 
in both countries by 400 compositors for 
thirteen months. The composition alone was 
a matter of approximately 250,000,000 ems, 
250 tons of metal being employed. 

For the India paper edition alone 1500 tons 
of paper are required, 150 tons of mill board, 
1500 miles of thread, 5 tons of ink and 10 
tons of glue. 

The composition and presswork were done 
by Donnelly, of Chicago: the binding is in 
the hands of Tapley, of this city. 

Typographically and mechanically the new 
volumes, especially those of the India paper 
edition, are beautiful examples of book work. 
The pages are of the accepted Britannica size, 
slightly larger than those of our American 
cyclopedias; the type is clear and there are 
none of the fine print interpolations which 
made the reading of the older editions so 
often an annoyance. 

The maps, though excellent, do not seem to 
be as numerous as might have been expected 
and are not colored to show territorial divi¬ 
sions. The insert half-tone illustrations, 
printed to economize space on both sides of 
the paper, are really beautifully done, while 
the colored inserts are of course a new 
feature. 

The cloth binding is a green buckram, and 
the leather a rich dark green morocco, with 
simple tooling.

Arrangements have also been made where¬ 
by a substantial discount from these prices 
will be granted to purchasers of former edi¬ 
tions of the Britannica who wish to turn in 
their sets in exchange for the new edition. 

The advertising campaign for the American 
edition, which will, according to present plans, 
be a record one, will be well under way two 
weeks hence. Four-page colored inserts will 
be taken in the November, December and 
January issues of about twenty of the lead¬ 
ing American magazines. 

The trade terms for the sale of the Ency¬ 
clopedia have not yet been worked out in 
detail. It is probable, however, that they will 
be similar to those allowed in England—no 
sales directly through the trade, but a nom¬ 
inal commission on orders forwarded to the 
publishers by retail booksellers. 


WFIITAKER’S REFERENCE CATA¬ 
LOGUE, 1910. 

The “Reference Catalogue of Current Lit¬ 
erature,” the British equivalent of the Amer¬ 
ican “Publishers’ Trade List Annual,” has 
reached our shores and is now ready for de¬ 
livery. The growth of the “Reference Cata¬ 
logue of Current Literature” has been stead¬ 
ily consistent since its first publication in 1874, 
when one of its recommendations, in the 
Bookseller of February in that year, was that 
“a customer, if undecided with respect to his 
purchase, might take the catalogue home to 
consult at his leisure.” As an instance of this 
expansion it may be mentioned that in the 
issue for 1894, the last in one volume, the 
index contained 87,000 entries, the volume 
weighing fifteen pounds. In that for 1898, 
the first published in two volumes, there were 
98,000 entries, and in the present issue, the 
first to have an entirely separate index vol¬ 
ume, there are close on 185,000 entries, the 
index extending to no fewer than 1087 pages 
and forming in itself a book of no mean di¬ 
mensions. The weight of the three volumes 
is nearly 28 pounds, containing the cata¬ 
logues, either extended or condensed, of one 
hundred and ninety-five publishers; scarcely 
a book for the pocket. The stupendous work 
deserves to be liberally supported. It is most 
interesting to look over its index and thor¬ 
oughly realize how many American books are 
read by England and its colonies. If ordered 
before November 1 the price is $5; after 
that it is $6.

The press view will be at 2 o’clock on 
Wednesday, November 16, followed by a re¬ 
ception in the evening. The exhibition will 
be open to the public on Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 17, and every day thereafter to December 
t, inclusive, from to a.m. to 6 p . m .

The talks 
were all deeply interesting, each in its way, 
and were fully enjoyed by those present. 

Among those at the guests’ table was 
Charles J. Cazenove, of C. D. Cazenove & 
Son, London, who is making a second Amer¬ 
ican trip after an absence of eighteen years. 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

William Vaughn Moody, author, play¬ 
wright and authority on English literature, 
died at Colorado Springs, Colo., October 17, 
after an illness lasting more than a year. 
Mr. Moody was born at Spencer, Ind., in 
1869. He was graduated from Harvard Uni¬ 
versity in 1893, taking a master’s degree in 
1894. He became an instructor in English 
and rhetoric in Plarvard and Radcliffe, com¬ 
ing to the University of Chicago in 1909. As 
a playwright and author he had been best 
known. Among his best known works are 
“The Masque of Judgment,” a lyrical drama; 
“A History of English Literature,” “The 
Great Divide” and “The Faith Healer.” The 
malady which caused Mr. Moody’s death 
manifested itself while he was on a cruise 
with his wife off the South Atlantic coast. 
Specialists pronounced it tumor of the brain. 

Julia Ward Howe, author, philanthropist, 
reformer, died of pneumonia on October 17, 
at Middletown, Rhode Island, in the cottage 
built by her husband more than thirty years 
ago, and since then her summer home. She 
was born in New York City May 27, 1819. 
Her father. Samuel Ward, a Rhode Island 
man, was the grandson of Governor Samuel 
Ward, of that State. Until the little Julia 
was five years old the family lived on Bowl¬ 
ing Green and the children had Battery Park 
as a playground. After the mother’s death 
the family removed to Bond Street, the out¬ 
skirts of the city. Julia was sixteen years 
old when she made her first attempts at poe¬ 
try, which were published in a daily paper 
called The American. Her first prose com¬ 
position was a review of Lamartine’s “Joce¬ 
lyn.” which was published in The Literary 
and Theological Review. In 1841, when the 
family were spending the summer near Bos¬ 
ton. Julia Ward met Dr. Samuel G. Howe, 
philanthropist and educator, whom she mar¬ 
ried two years later. Then followed a trip 
through Europe, where Mrs. Howe met many 
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of the celebrities of the old world. Her life 
in Boston, where in the interest of anti¬ 
slavery she assisted her husband in the edi¬ 
torship of a paper, and where she was. a 
leader in the woman suffrage movement with 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Susan B. An¬ 
thony, was full of interest. At her homes, in 
Boston and Newport she was a charming 
hostess, and entertained the most brilliant 
men and women of the day. Her “Life of 
Margaret Fuller” is one of her best known 
books. She wrote “Memoir of Dr. Howe,” a 
book on “Sex and Education,” one on “Mod¬ 
ern Society,” and a charming book of essays, 
“Is Polite Society Polite?” “Passion Flow¬ 
ers,” a book of poems, was one of her first 
books, written in Rome. Her most famous 
work is the “Battle Hymn of the Republic,” 
written in the first } r ear of the Civil War.

A report comes from his home in Bath, 
England, that W. Clark Russell, the English 
novelist, has slight chance of final recovery 
from his long illness. 

Burr McIntosh, of the erstwhile Burr Mc¬ 
Intosh Monthly, has returned to the stage at 
the head of his own company in a comedy 
written by himself. 

Anatole France has just completed his 
new novel, which is a story of the angels. 
Another book by him is to appear shortly, a 
work on Pierre Paul Prud’hon. 

Mrs. Rebecca Harding Davis, the author 
who died recently at Mt. Kisco, N. Y., left an 
estate valued at $50,000, which will be equally 
divided among her two sons and a daughter, 
Richard Harding Davis, Charles Belmont 
Davis and Nora Davis. 

The announcement is made that John N. 
Trainer has been elected a director and sec¬ 
retary of the Phillips Publishing Company, 
New York. Mr. Trainer has been circulation 
manager of the American Magazine for the 
past four years. Previous to that he was cir¬ 
culation manager of McClure’s Magazine.

The South-West Publishing Company, 
Austin, Texas, and San Francisco, Cal., is a 
new addition to the list of publishers. This 
company makes a specialty of books for the 
public speaker. 

Huebsch announces new editions of the 
following recent books: John Spargo’s “Karl 
Marx: His Life and Work;” James Oppen- 
heim’s “Wild OatsSudermann’s “The Song 
of Songs.” The last named is now in its 
fifth large American edition, and though out 
eleven months continues to sell steadily. 

Myrtle Reed has completed a sonnet se¬ 
quence, entitled “Sonnets to a Lover,” which 
the Putnams will publish this month. These 
sonnets give a new and delightful expression 
to much of that feeling of beauty and senti¬ 
ment which is so marked a characteristic of 
this author’s work. 

The report that Mrs. AJary Roberts Rine¬ 
hart, author of “When a Man Marries,” “The 


Window at the While Cat." and other pop¬ 
ular novels, is losing her sight is fortunately 
erroneous. In June she had some trouble 
with her eyes—painful, but not serious. The- 
trouble seems to be passing away altogether.

Wessels & Bissell Company have ready 
“The Sea Hawk.” by Bailey Millard, a story 
of piracy and the stealing of a yacht, the cap¬ 
tain of which is completely dominated by his 
wife, the “Sea Hawk” of the title, who intro¬ 
duces a novel character to the world of fiction. 

T. Y. Crowell & Co. have a literary treas¬ 
ure in “The Journal of a Recluse,” a hook 
purporting to be a translation from the 
French, but stirring a doubt in literary minds 
that it may be an original production hiding 
behind a fictitious French author. The- 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle says it has the intimate 
charm of Pepys and Boswell. 

Cathedral Library Association, New 
York City, have in press “The Order for the 
Consecration of an Altar.” to be published in- 
Latin and English: and “The Uses and Scope 
of Historical Reading,” by Anthony Beck, 
No. 8 in the Pedagogical Truth Library. 
They have just ready “The Story of Our 
Lord’s Life Told for Children.” by a Car¬ 
melite nun, very handsomely illustrated. 

Among the American books announced for 
issue ir French, by Paris publishers, is “The 
Severed Mantle,” a romance of Provence by 
William Lindsay, of Boston. The story was 
first published last autumn by Houghton Mif¬ 
flin Co. Mr. Lindsay’s translator is Henry* 
Davrav, of the Mercure de France, a corre¬ 
spondent of the London Times and translator 
of Oscar'Wilde and Maurice Hewlett. 

Every one who read “Sowing Seeds in 
Danny,” by Mrs. Nellie L. AfcClung. will be 
glad to renew acquaintance with the amusing 
Watson family, especially Pearlie. in “The 
Second Chance,” published by Doubleday,.

The 
novel is beyond the average reader, but those 
who understand geniuses are wildly enthu¬ 
siastic.

“France Under the Republic,” by Jean 
Charlemagne Bracq, Professor of Romance 
Languages, Vassar College, giving the his¬ 
tory of France since the downfall of Napo¬ 
leon hi. An exhaustive and authoritative 
book by Brander Matthews is “Moliere, His 
Life and His Works,” the result of years of 
research and study; and “The Boy’s Drake,” 
by Edwin M. Bacon. 

Sherman, French & Company, Boston, 
have ready a novel by David O. Batchelor, 
“The Unstrung Bow,” a tale of the conquest 
of Peru, a drama of social unrest by Arthur 
Davison Ficke, “The Breaking Bonds;” “The 
Dream-Road, and Other Verses,” by William 
D. Goold; and “What Dreams May Come; a 
Study in Failure,” by Florence Nevill, a little 
story dealing with an atheist’s temptation to 
put an end to his life when he is injured in 
an accident and how a child unconsciously 
helped him. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. have just issued 
“Don McGrath, a Tale of the River,” by Ran¬ 
dall Parrish, this popular author’s first at¬ 
tempt at writing for young people. He in¬ 
tends, however, now that the ice is broken, to 
cater again to younger tastes, and the omens 
all point to as great a success along this line 
as he has made in novel writing and in the 
preservation of the history of the plains. Cer¬ 
tainly his wide knowledge of the settlement 
of the western prairie will give him a power¬ 
ful grip on youthful interest. 

Little, Brown & Company issue “The So¬ 
liloquies of St. Augustine,” translated by 
Rose Elizabeth Cleveland, a sister of Grover 
Cleveland; “The Pretty Girl Papers,” by Dr. 
Emma E. Walker, a series of papers which 
have appeared in The Ladies’ Home Journal, 
giving advice on health for mind, body and 
soul; a story for boys of the Duke of Mon¬ 
mouth’s rebellion; “Martin Hyde, the Duke’s 
Messenger,” by John Masefield; and a new 
edition of M. R. L. Sharpe’s “The Golden 
Rule Cook Book,” containing six hundred 
recipes for meatless dishes. 

J. B. Lippincott Co. have issued “The 
Golden Heart,” by Ralph Henry Barbour, il¬ 
lustrated in color by Clarence F. Under¬ 
wood and a sumptuous de luxe edition of 
“The Romance of Tristram and Tseult,” 
translated by Florence Simmonds from the 
French of Joseph Bedier and furnished with 
exquisite color illustrations by Maurice Lalau, 
mounted on heavy gray paper, throwing into 
relief the leading thoughts embodied in the 
tragic tale. Another art work almost ready 
is “A History of Japanese Color Prints,” by 
W. von Seidlitz, with sixteen full-page color 
plates and seventy-nine illustrations in black 
and white. 

Frederick Keppel, the print-seller, was 
born in Ireland in 1845, and came to this 
country while still a young man. He has 


by Hudson Douglas, a Zenda tale with a 
prince and an American as heroes, and the 
scene laid in New York; and “The Sapphire 
Bracelet,” by Edward Salisbury Field, an 
amusing little tale of a detective and a theft, 
which turn out to be neither a detective nor 
a theft. Both books are illustrated by Will 
Grefe. 

The Neale Publishing Company, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C, have ready a new and cheaper 
edition of Masuji Miyakawa’s “Life of 
Japan,” with a preface by the Prince of Nijo, 
chairman in chief of Imperial Japanese House 
of Peers, and an introduction by Viscount 
Kentaro Kaneko, framer of the Imperial Jap¬ 
anese Constitution. The book first appeared 
three years ago, in 1907. 

Maarten Maartens’s new book, “Harmen 
Pols,” is just published by John Lane Com¬ 
pany. It is a story, by the foremost author in 
Holland to-day, has been aptly termed. a 
Dutch “Scarlet Letter,” though dealing with 
sin of the spirit rather than of the flesh. Its 
characters are all alive, and the book breathes 
the veiy atmosphere of Holland. Another 
novel from this same house is W. Bourne 
Cooke’s “Bellcroft Priory,” a mystery tale of 
England in the eighteenth century, in which 
a gorilla plays an important part. 

Messrs. Longmans have announced “The 
Collected Works of William Morris,” in 
twenty-four volumes, under the editorship of 
Miss May Morris. The edition, which will 
contain introductions, biographical notes, fac¬ 
similes and frontispieces, will be limited to 
one thousand copies. The first four volumes 
will appear in November, their contents being 
“The Defence of Guinevere,” “The Life and 
Death of Jason,” and two volumes of “The 
Earthly Paradise.” 

The Literary Digest observes that the Eng¬ 
lish obituary articles on the late Professor 
James were, as a rule, superior to the Amer¬ 
ican articles in breadth, knowlege and clear 
appreciation of the philosopher’s work. The 
English and the French did not dispose of 
him as chiefly a dabbler in spiritualistic phe¬ 
nomena, as so many American journals did. 
No doubt the point is well made. The Amer¬ 
ican press as a whole cannot easily be sur¬ 
passed in superficiality. 

Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Co. call special at¬ 
tention to their great girls’ book of the year, 
“A Little Maid of Boston Town,” by Mar¬ 
garet Sidney (Mrs. Lothrop), whose “Pepper 
Books” have given her a place all her own in 
the hearts of healthy, happy young people. 
Booksellers cannot go astray in laying in a 
generous stock of this latest story, which 
starts in old Boston town in old England and 
then changes to the Boston of New England 
and makes readers equally acquainted with 
both these interesting towns. 

George H. Doran is meeting with great 
success with Horace Annesley Vachell’s “The 
Other Side,” dealing with events in the life 
of a genius with a very happy touch. Al¬ 
though critics and reviewers have given great 
praise to this book, critics and reviewers do 
not buy books, and Mr. Doran has been 
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been dealing in prints ever since. The fruits 
of this long activity of his are embodied in a 
book which the Baker & Taylor Company is 
presently to publish under the title of “The 
Golden Age of Engraving.” To that age he 
evidently assigns wide limits, for he carries 
his subject from Diirer to Joseph Pennell. 
He treats engraving and etching historically, 
but introduces also plenty of reminiscence and 
anecdote. This is to be a stout volume of 
550 pages, and it will contain 263 illustrations. 

We are told by a contemporary that as 
publishers and novel readers we Americans 
do not make the most of Mr. Bernard Capes. 
His “Lake of Wine” was brought out here, 
it is true, but we do not believe that all of 
his books have appeared in American editions. 
Evidently his own countrymen are slow to 
appreciate him. The Athenaeum observes 
that he has never received his due recogni¬ 
tion, but has been neglected by public and 
critics alike, and yet, it is added, “no living 
writer can draw a soldier of fortune better, 
and we know of no historical novel of recent 
years better than ‘A Jay of Italy/ ” Mr. 
Capes’s newer Italian tale, “The Love Story 
of Saint Bel,” relating to the time of St. 
Catherine of Siena, is also a delightful book. 

Henry Holt & Company announce “A 
First Book in English Literature,” by Henry 
S. Pancoast, in association with Felix E. 
Schelling, of the University of Pennsylvania; 
Gutzkow’s “Uriel Acosta,” edited by S. F. 
Cutting and A. C. Von Noe; Fulda’s “Der 
Dummkopf,” edited by W. K. Stewart, of 
Dartmouth; and Storm’s “Auf der Univer- 
sitat,” edited by Robert N. Corwin, of Yale, 
a novel even more dramatic than the well- 
known play “Alt Heidelberg.” On October 22 
they issue new editions, being the tenth and 
second, respectively, of two of their favorite 
books for the young: Noel’s “Buz, or the Life 
of a Honey Bee,” and M. M. Thomas’s “Cap¬ 
tain Phil,” a boy’s experience in the western 
army during the Civil War. The latter book 
has been out of print for a while. 

Moffat, Yard & Co. have just issued “Mrs. 
Fitz,” a novel of present day life in England 
by J. C. Snaith; “Are You My Wife,” by 
Max Marcin, a thrilling adventure story; 
“Common Sense in Politics,” by Job E. 
Hedges, a brilliant argument against the re¬ 
cent conduct of public affair?; and “The 
Church and the Individual,” by Frank Ilsley 
Paradise, interpreting the church as a social 
institution in the midst of a new order of 
things. Another book they have just ready is 
“The Personal Equation,” by Lawrence Mc- 
Turnan, with an introduction by Dr. James L. 
Hughes, Inspector of Schools, Toronto, Can¬ 
ada. It is a charmingly written treatment of 
the advantages of the reading of biography 
with special emphasis laid on the value of the 
personal equation in determining the success 
of one’s life. The wide range of personages 
represented in Mr. McTurnan’s book makes 
it helpful for young and old. It is not a 
mere recital of biographical fafcts, but rather 
an attempt to explain the reasons why certain 
lives have been effective for good, and inspir¬ 
ing in leadership. 


A dainty holiday book comes from Dodd, 
Mead & Company, “The Girl I Left Behind 
Me,” by Weymer Jay Mills, with pictures and 
decorations in color by John Rae. The story 
tells how Sir Cyril Stephenson, a gay young 
Irishman, met and loved sweet Julia Crashaw 
in New York, seventy years ago, and how he 
won her heart and then was forced to sail 
away to marry Lady Aveline Toole, whose 
wealth was to redeem his fortunes. Miss 
Esther Singleton has compiled another book 
along the same lines as her “Great Pic¬ 
tures,” etc. This one is “Famous Sculpture, 
as Seen and Described by Great Writers,” 
and is also published by Dodd, Mead & Com¬ 
pany, who have given their usual care to the 
make-up of the volume, which contains some 
good reproductions from photographs by way 
of illustrations. Also published by them is 
Anna Bowman Dodd’s “In and Out of. a 
French Country-House,” a delightfully writ- 
• ten and illustrated account of life in a Nor¬ 
mandy chateau, with descriptions of the sur¬ 
rounding country and its quaint inhabitants. 
“Stories of Shakespeare’s Comedies,” by H. 
A. Guerber, does for fourteen of the com¬ 
edies what the author has done for some of 
the operas in “Stories of Wagner’s Operas.” 

Two biographies of unusual interest have 
just been published by D. Appleton & Com¬ 
pany. One, by Lieut.-fcol. Andrew' C. P. Hag¬ 
gard, is “Two Great Rivals (Frangois 1. and 
Charles v.) and the Women Who Influenced 
Them,” giving a vivid picture of the tw r o most 
powerful monarchs of the fifteenth century. 
The other book, “Reminiscences of Rosa 
Bonheur,” edited by Theodore Stanton. This 
volume consists of the intimate letters written 
by members of the great animal painter’s 
family to her, those of her close friends, and 
her own replies thereto, together with the 
opinions and recollections expressed by those 
friends concerning the artist and her w r ork. 
Compiled, as it is, from sources of informa¬ 
tion hitherto inaccessible, it is, perhaps, the 
most intimate picture of Rosa Bonheur’s 
character yet given to the public. It is illus¬ 
trated with four pages of half-tone reproduc¬ 
tions of paintings, etc., and with many 
sketches in the text. 

Dr. Joseph Grasset, Professor of Clinical 
Medicine, University of Montpelier, and au¬ 
thor of “The Semi-Insane and the Semi- 
Responsible,” has written a new book. “The 
Marvels Beyond Science: Being a Record 
of Progress Made in the Reduction of Occult 
Phenomena to a Scientific Basis,” published 
here by the Funk & Wagnalls Company. The 
translation of the v'ork, which appeared in 
France under the title “L’Occultisme Hier et 
Aujourd’hui: Le Merveilleux Prescientificiue,” 
is made by Rene Jacques Tubeuf. Dr. Gras¬ 
set has no prejudice. He seeks out causes in 
the knowm forces of life, and thus shows how 
remarkable is the progress that has been made 
in reducing these phenomena to science. He 
believes that such phenomena as are still re¬ 
garded as occult will, in a comparatively short 
space of time, be included in the catalog of ac¬ 
cepted scientific principles. Among these are 
mental suggestion, direct intercourse of 
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thought, articles removed without touch, sight 
through opaque substances, telepathy, premo¬ 
nitions, materializations, etc. Beginning with 
the earliest manifestations of these phenom¬ 
ena in Europe, including Mesmer and Cag- 
liostro, he brings within his survey the whole 
range of phenomena from that day down to 
our own, including Palladino. 

Houghton Mifflin Company this week 
add to their fall publications “The Battle of 
the Wilderness,” by General Morris Schaff, 
which has been running serially in The At¬ 
lantic Monthly. General Schaff considers 
Longstreet’s being wounded the really vital 
incident of the campaign, and brings much 
data forward to prove his point. “Pages 
from the Book of Paris,” by Claude C. Wash¬ 
burn, with etchings and drawings by Lester 
G. Hornby, narrates in word and drawing 
the impressions and adventures of two young 
Americans in Paris—one a writer, the other 
an artist, both of them familiar with every 
byway of the most interesting city of the 
world and with every vagary of its mercurial 
inhabitants. A sequel to “When Sarah 
Saved the Day” has been written by Elsie 
Singmaster in “When Sarah Went to School,” 
which tells of the trials and triumphs of dear 
little Pennsylvania Dutch Sarah at the Nor¬ 
mal School. “Star People,” by Katharine 
Fay Dewey, is a fairy book of astronomy in 
which Taffy climbs up into the sky and meets 
many of the star people. A holiday edition 
of Kate Douglas Wiggin’s “Rebecca of Sun- 
nybrook Farm,” with illustrations from scenes 
in the play now running at The Republic, in 
New York City, has also just come from this 
firm. 

In a recent report on trade conditions on 
the coast John Dix, of Cunningham, Curtiss 
& Welch, says: “I think the outlook on the 
whole is favorable. So far our business has 
been a little ahead of last year, and judging 
from our advance orders, we shall be dis¬ 
appointed if the end of the year does not 
show a material increase. From all reports, 
the agricultural and mineral production of 
California greatly exceeded that of last year 
in value. The fruit crop averaged large, with 
the highest prices ever received. This house 
owns a large fruit ranch, the profits of which 
this year were the largest ever received. In 
view of the general good conditions, and the 
development of the interior, I can see no 
reason why business should not be much bet¬ 
ter this year than last. We have heard no 
complaint from our country customers for some 
time.” A. C. McClurg & Company are also 
optimistic over the season’s outlook in the 
booktrade. “Our business during the past six 
months,” they say, “has been very fair, and 
has shown a steady improvement, month by 
month, over the same time last year. How 
general this improvement may be in other 
lines we are not prepared to say. We simply 
refer to conditions as we have found them. 
As things now appear we cannot see any rea¬ 
son why the improvement noted in the past 
six months should not continue until the first 
of the year, at any rate.” 


John Lane Company have ready “Land¬ 
scape Gardening Studies,” by Samuel Par¬ 
sons, all the work illustrated* and described 
being the author’s own. Mr. Parsons has 
been landscape architect to Greater New 
York since 1890. Christopher Hare’s “Charles 
de Bourbon, Pligh Constable of France, the 
Great Condottiere,” is a profusely illustrated 
and interesting account of the most brilliant 
personality of the reign of Francis 1. “One 
Hundred Masterpieces of Sculpture from the 
Sixth Century, b.c. to the Time of Michel¬ 
angelo,” with an introduction by G. F. Hill,, 
is a picture-book first and last, with brief de¬ 
scriptive text for each piece of sculpture pic¬ 
tured. A short life of Edward vn., by W. 
Llolt-White, who calls his book “The Peo¬ 
ple’s King,” has just been issued by the 
same house. The author in his journalis¬ 
tic work was brought into frequent touch 
with King Edward, and he here sets down 
many anecdotes displaying the cosmopolitan¬ 
ism and humanness of the ruler. Another 
book from this company is W. Scott Dur- 
rant’s “Cross and Dagger,” a story of the 
children’s crusade of 1212. Other of the 
John Lane Company’s books are “A Christ¬ 
mas Mystery; the Story of Three Wise Men,”' 
by William J. Locke, a real Christmas tale, 
which tells how three learned men, all crusty 
and averse to the Christmas spirit, through a 
series of accidents find themselves forced to 
give help to a poor woman and a new-born 
baby, discover that they really have hearts, 
and are Grateful for the discovery; a book by 
Vernon Lee, “Vanitas,” which contains three 
short stories, and “Jehanne of the Golden 
Lips,” by Frances G. Knowles-Foster, an 
historical novel telling of the love and life of 
Jehanne, daughter of Robert 1., King of 
Naples. The same company has ready an 
important biography by Maud Stepney Raw- 
son, “Bess of Hardwick and Her Circle,” 
which tells most readably of that Countess of 
Shrewsbury who with her husband was Mary 
•Queen of Scots’ jailer. 

The Century Company’s latest books in¬ 
clude a wide range of subject and much 
beauty of make-up. “The Holy Land,” by 
Robert Hichens, with 18 full-page pictures in 
color from paintings by Jules Guerin, is a 
sumptuous volume, with text in two print¬ 
ings on plate-finish paper, pages broad-mar¬ 
gined and deckle-edged, and binding of green 
cloth decorated in colors and gold. “A 
Hoosier Romance,” by James Whitcomb 
Riley, is issued in gift-book form ,with 8 full- 
page pictures in color and 30 illustrations in 
black and white by John Wolcott Adams. 
Helen Keller’s new poem, “The Song of the 
Stone Wall,” is printed on decorated pages, 
with illustrations which are reproductions 
from photographs of the author and the wall. 
An intimate and illuminating appreciation of 
a great American by one of equal fineness of 
character is Richard Watson Gilder’s “Grover 
Cleveland; a Record of Friendship.” A new 
“Sonny” book comes from Ruth McEnery 
Stuart, “Sonny’s Father,” in which the father 
becomes grandfather, talks with the family 
doctor and carries on the story of Sonny. 
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Mrs. Burton Chance’s “Mother and Daugh¬ 
ter” discusses health of body and mind, self- 
control and other problems. “The Worker 
and the State; a Study of Education for In¬ 
dustrial Workers,” by Arthur D. Dean, chief 
of Trade Schools, New York State Educa¬ 
tion Department, contains a scheme of edu¬ 
cation carefully worked out by an authority. 

A handsome edition of “The Adventures 
of Tom Sawyer” is published by Harper & 
Brothers. The book is printed from entirely 
new plates made for this edition and illus¬ 
trated by Worth Brehm, who spent some time 
in Missouri making his pictures. In “Imag¬ 
inary Interviews,” by William Dean Howells, 
are gathered more than thirty essays on many 
subjects, most of which have appeared in 
“The Easy Chair” in Harper's Magazine. 
More stories about the animals who met in 
the hollow tree have been written by Albert 
Bigelow Paine and illustrated by J. M. Conde 
in “The Hollow Tree Sno wed-in Book,” 
which should delight children with its whim¬ 
sical style. Three other juveniles from this 
house are “King of the Plains; Stories of 
Ranch, Indian and Mine,” and “The Young 
Detectives,” both in Harper's Young People 
Series; and “The Runaway Flying-Machine, 
and Other Stories of Outdoor Adventure,” in 
Harper's Athletic Scries. A new novel by 
Will N. Harben is published this week. Its title 
is “Dixie Hart” and in it Mr. Harben has 
forsaken his recent field of serious purpose¬ 
ful writing for his first love, the remote 
rural Georgia. It is the life of lowly, homely, 
and kindly people that the new novel, “Dixie 
Hart,” gives in a sympathetic way. Mr. Harben 
has, of course, lived with these people and un¬ 
derstands the joys and sorrows of their lives. 
Another charmingly made up volume comes 
from Harper & Brothers in “The Way of 
Peace,” by Margaret Deland. It is a pathetic 
little tale of a loving, moody woman, and her 
kindly, indulgent husband, who are separated 
by the man’s conversion to the Shaker faith. 
The book is bound in Shaker gray, with a 
dainty little glimpse of the country in color by 
way of decoration. Besides the full-page il¬ 
lustrations, each page is decorated with mar¬ 
ginal drawings in tint. 

The Macmillan Company expects to pub¬ 
lish in October three novels and one story 
for children, all of exceptional interest—Jack 
London’s “Burning Daylight,” Mabel Os¬ 
good Wright’s “Princess Flower Hat,” Clara 
Laughlin’s “Just Folks,” and Joseph A. Alt- 
sheler’s “The Horsemen of the Plains.” “Prin¬ 
cess Flower Hat,” written in Mrs. Wright’s 
charming manner, is practical as well as de¬ 
lightful. Primarily it is about a young girl 
who decides to adopt gardening as her pro¬ 
fession, but there is told in connection with 
this a love story of fascinating irfterest. In 
“Just Folks” Clara Laughlin has drawn an 
intimate picture of the slums of Chicago, a 
picture full of and feeling sympathy. In “The 
Horsemen of the Plains” Joseph A. Altsheler 
has written a tale of the West, of Indians, of 
scouts, trappers and fur traders, in short of 
everything that is dear to the imagination of 
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a healthy American youth. Four descriptive 
books, each handsomely illustrated, to be pub¬ 
lished by the Macmillan Company next month 
are: Irene A. Wright’s “Cuba,” Clifton John¬ 
son’s “The Highways and Byways of the 
Rocky Mountains,” Mrs. Helen S. Wright’s 
“The Great White North,” and Dr. E. E. Slos- 
son’s “Great American Universities.” Miss 
Irene A. Wright has been in Cuba for a num¬ 
ber of years, in active newspaper work, and 
has been brought into intimate relation with 
the people and their customs. The volume 
is splendidly illustrated, and will prove an ad¬ 
mirable guide for tourists. Every one knows 
Clifton Johnson. For years he has been 
working into public favor through his splen¬ 
didly illustrated little Travel Companions. In 
“The Highways and Byways of the Rocky 
Mountains” he has found a subject worthy of 
his skill. The book embraces the region ly¬ 
ing between the Mississippi Valley and the 
Pacific Coast, taking its name from the most 
dominant physical feature of the area. “The 
Great White North” is a particularly oppor¬ 
tune book, presenting as it does a resume of 
Arctic exploration from the earliest times to 
the discovery of the Pole. The characteris¬ 
tics, influences and prospects of the principal 
universities of this country have been set 
forth by Dr. Slosson in his “Great American 
Universities” with absolute frankness. The 
volume is one which will surely be* of interest 
to all college graduates, as well as to those 
who are planning to go to college.
